A Largo and Interested Audlonco
Finds itNoir well IlepaldlorXli-aring
tho Kxti'oinoly DUaurruublo Weath¬
er.An Instructive Discourse In Pop¬
ular Form on nu Important Science.

Last ovonlng nt Fourth atroot M. E.
church G, W. Atkinson, I'll. D., de¬
livered hla flttU Iccturo on psychology
beforo tho Kpworth Loaguo Training
School. Notwithutaujllug tho utoriny
night, tho audloueo waa pood and wua

remarkably attontlve. Tho thomo of
tho locturo waa "Attention," and tho
Bubjoct wua iiaudlod in an intelligent
and uttractlvo mannor. Tho speaker
started offby stating that ho had ehown
in a preceding Iccturo that montal facta
may exist of which ono ia not conscious
nt tho tlmo; but this ia accounted (or
bocauso tho atteution may bo so fixed
upon a particular thought that thoro is
no consciousness loft for tho sonsatlon
to oporato on. Ono may road aloud and
correctly nil ontlro page of a book, and
yet not bo cognizant of a ainglo thought
of tho author of tho bool^lio is reading.
Other practical illuatratioua of the
name kind woro introduced to provo tho
nbsonco of sensation upon ono'a coiihcI-
ousnoss. lie then gave tho following
brief definition of "Attention." "Con¬
sciousness," said ho, "ia tho knowingthat wo know. Attention ia conscious-
1)099, and eoinothing more. It ia con¬
sciousness voluntarily applied, under
ita law of limitations, to souio deter¬
minate objoct. It in. in abort, conscious-
ne88 concontratod."
Tho lecturur procoodod by statingthat to philosophic ia to rolloctj that

is, to examino things in thought. Man
omploya thought in thoao particular ac¬
tions concerned in tub adaptation of
moans to an end. All science, in fact,
is tho product of reflectivo thought.AVe can, theroforo, liavo no concentrated
thought without attention. All our
conscious sensations dopond upon it.
Furthor, our porcoption deponds uponit also. Wo may see a horse, but it" wo
givo tho porcoption no attention, thoro
ia no sensation, and thoreforo wo aro
not conacioua of having aeon tho horao;
indeed, to all intents and purposes, wo

.liavo not fioon it at all. What wo re¬
member alao depends upon attontion,
lor wo may hoar or soo a thousand
thinga and if wo fail to givo attention to
them, wo cannot theroforo romoinbor
them. What wo believe, ho claimed,alao dooonda upon attention. Wo can¬
not believe without wo uodoratand tho
subject considered, and wo cannot un¬
derstand anything unless wo lirat givo
to it our undivided attontion. What
wo feel and what wo will iikewiao de¬
pend upon attontion.
Tho i'ecturor next procoeded to provo

that tho mind can givo attontion to |
moro than ono object or thing at a time.
Sorao writers say it cannot, but ho ia
clearly of tho opinion that it can. These
writers, he said, insist that tho mind
can move with such rapidity from ono
thing to another that it appears as
though it waa considering several ob-
jocta at tho aamo instant of time, while
in fact it is not. lie disputed this-the¬
ory with emphasis, and illustratod his
position in tho following manner: Wo
listen to a band of music consisting of
ton or moro instruments. If wo give
oioeo attontion wo can readily follow
Boveral of tho instruments with positive
distinctness. So we may seo and dis¬
tinguish several different colors at ono
and tho same fraction of time. We can

!" also placo a number of diflorent articles
together and easily distinguish them
nt tho aamo instant. It tho mind could
npprohend no moro than ono vobjoct at
onco, it would bo ontirelv cut1 off from
tho most important part of its knowl¬
edge, tho knowledgo of relations, or
evory description of knowledge by syn¬
thesis. "Wo know by cxpcrionco that
porcepta arooiten unitou, and wo know
nlso'thnt wo havo double and complex
concepts. How, then, ia it possible for
ono to say that tho mind can only give
attention to ono thing at a time?
Thoro aro two distinct kinds of atten¬

tion, voluntary and involuntary, or
rathor nonvoluntary. Ono ia depend¬
ent upon tho will.tho other ia not.
You may bo reading a book, and a baud
of music begins to play. By an oflort
of your will you endeavor to hold your
attention upon tho book,.this is volun¬
tary attention; but at tho samo time
you find vonr mind running oil aftor tho

Wlioollnif Stool Plnut

IS PINIONED BY fl RED-HOT INGOT
And tho PIcnIi Slowly llonntrd from
his notion, wltllo Ills Clothing 1* also
In VJnmea.An Awful SoouoNvhllo
Auotlior luiiftliio Is Procured to Itea-
quo 111 in from Ills UnspoaUnblo Tor-
turo.

Yostorday botwoon 12 and 1 o'clock
Gcor^o Turnor, a young uiuu who rmiH
tho amall ongitio at tlio "\Vhooling stool
works?, mot with a horriblo accidotit,
which will doubtlca9 roault in his donth.
Among tho othor improvomonta mado
rocontiy at that mill was a chango in
tho carriages for rod hot ingots. Tho
present curs inako it nocossarv that tho
ingot bo carried upright with a guard
about nix-' inchea high. "When tho en-

gino bumped thin car tho ingot fell
against tho ongino, entailed through tho
ond, and striking Mr. Turner, pinioned
him bonoath tlio boated mass, which
wolghod about tliroe tons.
Such was tho aizo of the stool that an*

othor engine had to bo procured boforo
it could bo raisod. In tho mcantimo
the man waa sulloring tlio groatoat
agony, his clothing boing on tiro, in¬
creasing tho torturo. Ho ropoatodly
raisod hia head, and scoing tho awful
apoctucio fell back overcome, while hia
friends, rondorod almost frantic by tho
sight of tho milloringa tlioy could not
nlloviato, could only dash buckets of
water to hindor as far as possible tho
burning of his clothes.
When tho weight was dragged ofl ho

was burned to a blackened crisp from
hia knoos'to hia chin.
Tho leadora of tho lowor oxtromitica

wore almost compiotoly burned apart,
whilo liis choat and abdomen wore
less deeply burnod, tho moat dangerous
placo boing at hia throat. With groat
forethought ho had carefully avoided
inhaling any of tho poisonous Haines.
Ho was carried to hia homo, which is

but a short diatanco from tho mill,
whoro Dr.*. McDonald and Moighon at¬
tended him. Tho exact extent of his
injuries could not bo loarnod.
Tho scone at hia homo was indood pit¬

iful. IIo is tho oldest son and his mo¬
ther is a widow. Turner ia about
twenty-oho years of ago and ia tho
mam support of his mother, who seems
almost unablo to rally from tho shock
of her son's terriblo misfortune, lio
was conscious at a lato hour laat night.

Xcgnl Notice.
Tho citizens aro hereby notifiod to

clean off tho snow and ice on their side¬
walks in front of their rosidenco and
placo of business. Below you will lind
a copy of the ordinanco of the city in
relation to this mattor.
Rule 50. Tho owneror ownora, occu¬

pant or occupants, or any person hav¬
ing tlio caro of any building or lot of
land bordering on any slreot, squaro or
public placo within tho city, where
there ia a aidowalk gradod, or graded
and pavod, shall within tho first four
hours after daylight, aftor tho ceasing
to fall of any snow, cause tho samo to be
removed therefrom and tho provisionsof this rulo shall apply to tho falling of
snow or ico from any building.Hum: 51. Wlienoyor tho sidewalk or
part thereof adjoining any building or
lot of hind on any street shall bo on-
cumberod with ice, it shall bo tho dutyof tho owner or owners, occupant or oc¬
cupants, or any porson having tho caro
of such building or lot, to cause such
aidowalk to bemadesafo and convenient
by removing the ico therefrom or by
covering the same with sand or some
other suitablo substance.
Hulk 52. Tho requirements mado in

these rulea are provided by tho city for
its own interest, and it is tho
interost of citizens and property owners
Hint said rules should bo enforced.
Rule 54. Every porson who shall vio-

late or fail to comply with any of tho
provisions of rules 50 and 51, shall for-
foit and pay to tho city a fine of not los3
than oqo nor more than twenty dollars
and costs of prosecution, and if such fine
and costs bo not paid upon tho rendi¬
tion of tho judgment (if a male person)
shall bo sentenced to imprisonment and
to labor without compensation, at anyof tho public works or improvements
undbrtakon or to bo undertaken by said
city until such lino and co3t3 of prosecu¬
tion aro iully paid or for a period not
exceeding thirty dnva, and if a fomalo
to such imprisonment, without labor.
